Both  trumpet  and  perianth  are  a  marvelous  glowing  yellow  of 
great  substance  and  endurance.  For  brilliancy  of  effect,  nothing 
can  exceed  the  combination  of  this  variety  backing  the  lovely  new 
Barrii,  Lady  Moore.

The  most  brilliant  and  showy  variety  in  this 

class  is  Bath’s 

Flame — a  huge  flower  with  bright  yellow  perianth  and  orange 

cup  deeply  edged  with  bright  red.  Blood  Orange  and  Con- 
spicuus  are  old  favorites  extremely  valuable  for  naturalizing. 
Early  Surprise  is  well  named,  but  while  it  is  among  the  first  to 
bloom,  it  outlasts  most  of  the  mid-season  varieties,  giving  place 
finally  to  Lady  Moore.  It  is  difficult  to  imagine  a  better  flower 
than  Lady  Moore,  with  its  snowy  white  perianth  and  its  glow¬ 
ing  cup.  It  has  perfect  balance,  and  a  substance  that  holds  it  in 
perfect  condition  an  incredible  length  of  time.  In  the  garden  and 
as  a  cut  flower,  Masterpiece,  better  known,  is  charming  with  its 
flattened  crown  of  orange  scarlet.  Firetail,  never  before  offered 
at  so  reasonable  a  price,  deserves  its  great  fame.  No  words  can 
exaggerate  the  beauty  of  its  huge  flat  perianth  of  pure  white  sur¬ 
rounding  a  large  frilled  cup  of  brilliant  scarlet.

four,  beginning  with  Evangeline  and  ending  with  Bianca,  give  a 
long  succession  of  bloom.  They  all  flower  freely  and  increase 
rapidly,  and  while  they  are  delightful  in  woodland,  their  height 
and  profusion  of  bloom  make  them  very  effective  in  the  border. 
This  is  especially  true  of  Queen  of  the  North.  With  the  Giant 
Leedsii,  of  which  we  offer  four  noble  examples,  we  reach  the 
class  in  which  perhaps  the  greatest  advance  has  been  made  by  the 
hybridizers.  It  is  hard  to  choose  between  them.  Each  one  is 
lovely  and  desirable.  Southern  Gem  is  the  first  to  bloom,  joy¬ 
ously,  prodigally.  Sirdar,  tall,  exquisite,  dignified,  follows  it 
closely.  Before  Sirdar  has  quite  gone,  Mt.  Erebus,  even  more 
chaste  and  beautiful,  takes  its  place.  And  last,  Her  Grace,  with 
its  overlapping  snow-white  perianth,  and  finely  modeled  ivory 
crown,  makes  a  perfect  climax.

These  four  varieties  of  Poetaz  have  been  selected  from  many 
others  as  being  for  garden  use  and  for  cutting,  the  most  useful 
and  effective.  Laurens  Koster,  pure  white  with  orange  cup, 
blooms  to  the  last  tiniest  division,  and  increases  rapidly.  Joconde 
is  an  exquisite  pale  yellow  Poetaz  with  deep  yellow  cup. 
Orange  Cup,  pale  yellow  fading  to  creamy  white  and  with  glow¬ 
ing  red  orange  crown,  is  profuse  and  dependable  in  bloom.  It  is 
very  early  and  a  most  showy  and  useful  flower.  Cheerfulness 
is  one  of  the  most  valuable  additions  of  recent  years  to  our 
gardens.  It  is  a  tall  double  white  Poetaz.  Each  flower  is  like 
a  perfect  miniature  gardenia.  There  is  a  suggestion  of  pale  gold 
at  the  base  of  the  petals  which  gives  a  delicious  warmth  to  this 
lovely  flower.

The  jonquils,  with  their  rush-like  foliage,  entire  hardiness, 
and  delicious  fragrance,  form  a  fascinating  group.  Jonquilla 
Simplex  is  smaller,  daintier,  earlier  than  Single  Campernel,  but  the 
latter  is  a  more  telling  garden  form.  Juncifolius  is  an  engaging 
mite — perianth  segments  only  one-third  of  an  inch  long,  and  three 
to  four  tiny  yellow  blossoms  on  a  four-inch  stem.  The  stock 
of  this  is  extremely  limited.  Of  the  larger  hybrid  forms  the 
most  useful  are  Giganteus  and  Golden  Sceptre.  The  latter,  which 
is  the  result  of  a  cross  between  Campernel  and  Ajax,  is  a  large 
pure  golden  yellow — a  most  effective  border  plant.  No  other 
narcissus  in  our  collection  has  so  long  and  profuse  a  bloom.

The  last  two  named  have  been  naturalized  in  Virginia  for 
over  two  centuries  and  are  invaluable.  Early  Virginia  is  a 
graceful,  medium  sized  yellow  trumpet.  It  is  very  free  flowering, 
and  blooms  from  two  to  three  weeks  before  any  other  narcissus. 
Biflorus,  almost  the  last  narcissus  to  bloom,  is  a  handsome 
Poeticus  with  two  flowers  to  the  stem,  and  is  deliciously 
fragrant. 

We  also  offer  for  naturalizing  at  $15.00  per  bushel  of  fifty 
pounds  the  following  varieties — Emperor,  Sir  Watkins,  and  Vic¬ 
toria.  These  will  consist  of  round,  small  double  bulbs,  and  large 
offsets.  Practically  every  one  will  bloom  the  first  season  after 
planting.  We  suggest  early  planting  and  early  orders  as  we  have 
only  a  limited  number  of  bushels  to  go  in  this  way.
